YOUR AMAZING BRAIN 


Did you know that your brain works a 
little bit like a computer? Only, it’s like a 
computer that is way more amazing and 
complex than we can ever understand. 

Your brain is the best technology you will 
ever have. It’s better than a tablet, phone, 
or even the best super-computer in the 
whole world! But, how does your brain 
work? What makes it so special? 

Did you know that your brain generates 
enough electricity to power a lightbulb? 
There are about 86 billion tiny cells in 
your brain called neurons. These neurons 
send and receive information from all 
over your body through electrical and 
chemical signals. 

In fact, they send so many messages that 
just the neurons in your body can send 
and receive more messages than all the 
phones in the entire world! Your neurons 
send information and instructions all over 
your body super fast. It’s a good thing 
God made your brain to work quickly 
because this helps protect us and others 
from danger. 

For example, if you feel a mosquito on 
your skin, the nerves in your skin report 
to your brain, then your brain remembers 
that mosquito bites are bad, so it tells your 
hand to react by smacking the mosquito. 

Did you know that your brain changes 
when you learn new things? For example, 
when you first learn how to play a musical 
instrument or how to read, it’s difficult. 
But, it gets easier with more practice until 
you can do it without thinking about it. 


between neurons when you start 
learning something new. With enough 
practice, a new pathway between 
neurons is made and it’s easy to do what 
you learned. 

What makes my brain different from an 
animal’s? Have you ever taken a minute 


to think about thinking? How is it that 
you can think about thinking? 

Animals are really cool, and they have 
amazing brains, but their brains are not 
quite like yours and mine. For example, as 
far as we know, animals don’t think about 
thinking. They are usually just interested 
in food and other basic needs of their 
bodies. They don’t think about things like 
learning how to read or what stories they 
might find in a book. Animals aren’t very 
creative - they don’t try to draw beautiful 
pictures or write music like people do. 
They tend to be extra self-centered and 
don’t usually do much to help each other 
unless they can get something out of it.

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TRAPPED BY A SPIDER, THEN 

BY AMBER! 

Have you ever seen amber? Think Juras¬ 
sic Park and finding dinosaur DNA in the 
mosquito. It’s usually a golden color, and 
many times insects or larger creatures can be found trapped 
inside. One of the current hot spots for finding good specimens 
in amber is in northern Myanmar (Burma). Many amazing finds 
have come out of these amber mines in the last few years, however get¬ 
ting access is hard as many of the mines are controlled by rebel militias who are in 
conflict with Myanmar’s military. This prompts scientists to keep an eye on the private fossil 
trade for scientifically valuable specimens. 



One such specimen has recently been discovered. A tick, wrapped in a spiderweb, and pre¬ 
served in amber. This is the first time something like this has been found. Amber is formed 
when resin, a substance found inside trees (not sap) is exposed and then traps an insect or 
smaller creature. The chance that a tick would happen to fall into a spider web, get wrapped 
up, and then get covered in amber is very low. This points to everything happening in a very 
short amount of time. A catastrophe such as Noah’s Flood helps us explain this, and many 
other fossils all over the world. -David Mikkelson - National Geographic, May, 2018 



BLUE TONGUE DEFENSE! 


The Bluetongue skink uses a special strategy for scaring off preda¬ 
tors - it sticks out it’s blue tongue! Their tongues aren’t just any 
ordinary blue color, though. Their unique, blue tongues reflect ul¬ 
traviolet light. Researchers have found that their tongues reflect 
ultraviolet more intensely towards the back of the tongue than 
at the tip of their tongue. This is useful to the Bluetongue skink 
because many of it’s predators can see ultraviolet light. For these 
lizards, timing of their blue-tongue-show is key. If they show it too early, they catch 
the attention of predators that they would otherwise be camouflaged from. 


Also, the Bluetongue skink shows different amounts of their ultraviolet tongue de¬ 
pending on the predator and how intense the attack is. God’s creativity in this animal 
is astounding! Even though defense mechanisms weren’t needed in the original cre¬ 
ation because there were no predators, God created animals with genetic ability to 
diversify and adapt. This is one of those amazing variations that has a very practical 
post-fall use!

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Our heads hold about 100,000 hairs, but that DOES vary according 
to the individual! If you count all the hairs found on our bodies, the 
number reaches about 5 million. There are as many hairs per square 
inch on your forehead as on the top of your head! These tiny hairs are 
called vellus hairs while the ones on the top of your head are called ter¬ 
minal hairs. So, next time you visit your doctor, tell him it’s serious! You’ve 
got terminal hair! 


THE COMPLEXITY OF HAIR 


We brush it, cut it, curl it, straighten it, shave it, gel it, spike it, 
and dye it, but have we ever really stopped and thought about 
it? The hair found on our heads, and pretty much everywhere 
else on our bodies except our palms and soles, is incredibly 
complex. Not that this should surprise us—the more we look the 
more we realize everything about us is complex! 


You’re born with every hair follicle you’ll ever have and, in most cases, that follicle will con¬ 
tinue growing hairs your whole life. Even if you’re balding, you’re still producing hairs— 
you’ve just switched from growing terminal hairs to growing vellus hairs. 

Hair follicles are tube-like depressions in your skin. Fragile living cells deep in the follicle will 
die to produce a tough fiber called hair. Hair grows about 3 tenths the thickness of a dime 
each day. This is a complicated process involving tens of thousands of little “buttons” that 
must unbutton and re-button to allow the hair to emerge in a controlled fashion. After a 
period of growth, the hair will stop growing for a specified period of time. A new hair starts 
growing under that hair and the old hair is shed. This process is especially important for ani¬ 
mals. If their hair didn’t fall out, it would get filthy and tangled in trees, grass, or underbrush. 

Hair isn’t very pretty when you look at it under a microscope. It appears to be covered with 
overlapping roof tiles. These “tiles,” called cuticle, are flattened dead cells. They keep the 
hair from knotting up every time it comes in contact with another hair. The cuticle also 
keeps the hair securely locked into the follicle until it’s time for that hair to be shed. Without 
this lock animals would lose their hair far too easily and would likely freeze to death. When 
it comes time to shed the hair, special enzymes start breaking down the cuticle allowing the 
hair to fall out.

Go to the ant, thou sluggard; consider her ways, 
and be wise: Which having no guide, overseer, 
or ruler, Provideth her meat in the summer, and 
gathereth her food in the harvest. - Proverbs 
6 : 6-8 

I’m sure you’ve seen many ants. But have you 
ever knelt down and observed one, scurrying 
here and there, carrying a leaf or a piece from 
the forest? The little creature marches back 
and forth very industriously with leaves that 
out-weigh and dwarf its tiny body. At this 
point you wonder: why, how, and where the 
ant was going. 

Did you know that ants illustrate many 
lessons for us that can benefit us in our day- 
to-day lives? 

King Solomon, the wise king of Israel, 
certainly knew that the ways of ants were to 
be considered. He also knew that if we took 
time to observe the habits of ants we would 
be wiser because of it. 

There are 12,000 different species of ants 
worldwide. You will find ants everywhere but 
Antarctica! 

Ants are very strong, having the ability to 
carry 50 times their body weight! Even 
the world’s greatest body-builder couldn’t 
compete with that strength! 


they weed, harvest, and eat their produce. 
Their farming skills are so very complex that 
it took scientists nearly a century to piece 
together their amazing “farming system”. 
Who taught these ants to produce their food, 
gather it, and then store it? 

How do ants even find their food? Ants have 
no guide, leader, or boss to rule over them 
or direct them. Yet, they recognize landmarks 
by memory and can travel long distances. It is 
believed that ants use their compound eyes 
to position themselves in relation to the Sun 
and Moon as navigation tools. 

What you once saw as “only an ant” seems to 
be much more complicated and extraordinary, 
doesn’t it? 

Just as the ant is dependent on the Sun and 
Moon to direct its path with its compound 
eyes which detect polarized light, so we are 
to be dependent on the Word of God to be a 
lamp unto our feet and a light unto our path 
(Psalm 119:105). 

Just as the ants are considerate of each other 
and work as a team, pulling the load together, 
and helping the weaker ones, so we are to be 
kind one to another, tenderhearted, forgiving 
one another, even as God for Christ’s sake 
hath forgiven us! (Ephesians 4:32) 

Just as ants are industrious and hardworking 
and have a “stick to it” work-ethic, so we 
are to do everything with all our might 
(Ecclesiastes 9:10) 


Each colony lives in their home, called 
a formicary. Team work is crucial to the 
ants. The forager ants have an interactive 
teaching behavior which has been observed. 
Designated "teachers” show the rookie ant 
where to go to a new food-source, and when 
the rookie falls behind the teacher-ant slows 
down to assist it. This makes for efficient 
collaboration between the ants in finding and 
gathering food. 


Isn’t it amazing that one of the tiniest insects 
in our world can teach us so much in the 
areas of diligence in work, reliance on God, 
and team-work? 

Next time you see a tiny ant crawling up your 
foot, REMEMBER - be industrious like an ant, 
be unchanged in following God’s Word, and 
learn to be peaceable with all men! (Romans 
12:18)

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THE NAUTILUS: FLOOD SURVIVOR 

Years ago my family went to visit the 
Shedd Aquarium in Chicago (one of my 
favorite places to see God’s creation). 
We’d been before, but this time it was 
quiet and we weren’t in a hurry. Back in 
a dark corner were some creatures I’d 
never expected to see, Nautiluses. 

I knew what they were right away. I’d 
seen them in books before, but only in 
the “prehistoric” section. Now, I’ve never 
believed in evolution, but it’s clear many 
creatures hadn’t made it through the 
Flood of Noah’s Day alive. Here was one 
I’d thought was a goner swimming hap¬ 
pily right in front of me -another Living 
Fossil. 

From the fossil record we know the Nau¬ 
tilus sometimes got buried deep down, 
Uniformitarians say back to 500 million 
years ago. That’s pretty deep for a fossil 
of something bigger than a microbe. We 
also know they came in more varieties 
than are still alive today. Some say there 
were as many as 10,000 species once. 
Today there are 6. 

When we have fossils to compare to, it’s 
fun to check how big a living creature 
used to get. It wasn’t easy to find info on 
the nautilus, but a similar looking crea¬ 
ture, the Ammonite, has been found as 
large as 5' 11" across. 

I did find one page from a collector 
saying he’s seen a fossil Nautilus “a little 
over three feet in diameter” or right at 
a meter across. Unfortunately, he didn’t 
get a picture at the school it was donat¬ 
ed to and now they’ve lost it. He has 
personally found a fossil Nautilus 27 
inches [68 cm] across, but the largest 
picture his page shows is only 14 inches 
[35.6 cm] across. Still cool stuff. 

What we know about the living ones: 

Every day, a Nautilus travels over 1,000 
ft straight up and down. During the 
day, they hide down deep (up to 1,800 
ft [550 m]) where there aren't as many 


hungry mouths wanting to eat them for 
luncn. Then they rise up after dark to 
look for leftovers and small animals to 
eat in the reefs at about 300 ft [90 m] 
depth. 

An adult Nautilus today can still grow 
a shell up to 10 inches [30 cm] across. 
Their shell isn’t made of the lightest 
stuff, so how do they manage such a 
climb every day? Air chambers. See how 
the half shell in the picture has all those 
walls across the smaller sections? A Nau¬ 
tilus can pump each one full of a special 
gas mixture to go up and switch it out 
for a heavy liquid when it’s time to head 
back down. 

Then the Nautilus squirts water out its 
front sending it shooting backwards at 
speeds over 2 knots [2.3 mph, 3.7 kph]. 
What’s more, the whole system is so 
efficient, a Nautilus only has to be sure 
to eat once a month to keep its energy 
levels up! 

Sounds like Someone smart planned 
things out pretty well. 

A Nautilus doesn’t have a typical eye 
to watch for prey and predators. They 
don’t have lenses like our eyes do, so 
some people say they are “primitive” and 
we’re pretty sure they only have limited 
vision. At the same time, here’s what 
Marine Science Today says about them, 
“Researchers are very interested in... the 
highly developed pinhole eye” they have. 
Those eyes may help us design better 
cameras if we learn how they really are 
designed. 

Oh, yes, a Nautilus egg is bigger than 
any laid by other cephalopoas (octopus, 
squid, cuttlefish family). They take about 
a year to hatch, are 3 cm (1.2 in) long, 
and already have 4 chambers finished 
when they first come out.
